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Alfred Noyes 


LFRED NOYES, poet and critic, 
and sometime Visiting Professor of 
English at Princeton University, was 
born at Wolverhampton in the county of 
Staffordshire, England, on September 16, 
1880. He was educated at Exeter Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he did a vast amount 
of reading and pulled an oar with distinc- 
tion on the Exeter College eight. 


After leaving Oxford he went to Lon- 
don and very soon began writing poetry 
that became known. His first volume 
was The Loom of Years, published in 
1902 when he was twenty-two. (The 
poems in this volume are now included in 
Collected Poems Vol. 1.) George Mere- 
dith praised his work, but it was The 
Flower of Old Japan (1903) and The 
Forest of Wild Thyme (1905) that es- 
tablished his early popularity. He pub- 
lished his epic poem, “Drake” serially in 
Blackwood’s Magazine, as if it were a 
new novel and was hailed as a very new 
sort of poet, particularly when he inno- 
cently admitted—his first visit to Amer- 
ica—that he earned a living by writing 
poetry. 

In 1907 Alfred Noyes married an 
American wife, Miss Garnett Daniels, a 
daughter of Col. B. G. Daniels, of the 
United States Army, and in 1913, al- 
ready widely known in America by his 
poetry, he made his first visit to this 
country as lecturer of the famous Lowell 
Foundation at Boston. During his visit 
he also lectured at various universities 
and colleges, including Princeton. He 
was given the honorary degree of Litt. D. 
by Yale. In the following year he was 
made Visiting Professor at Princeton, a 
chair he held till 1923. 


During the war, Mr. Noyes, unable be- 
cause of defective eyes to get into mili- 
tary service, worked untiringly for his 
country with his pen and on the lecture 
platform. In 1916 he was attached to the 
Foreign Office of the British Govern- 
ment; and in 1918 the value of his work

was recognized by the honor of an ap- 
pointment as Commander of the Order 
of the British Empire. 


Mr. Noyes now lives in London, 
spending his summers usually in Devon- 
shire. He has made a number of visits 
to the United States for lecture tours, 
the most recent being in the Fall of 1928. 


He is an unassuming man of serious 
aspect, whose robust body and vigorous 
manner make him appear much younger 
than he really is. Many persons who do 
not like poetry enjoy reading or declaim- 
ing his narrative verses. “The High 
wayman” has long been a _ standard 
favorite, along with “Forty Singing 
Seamen” and “The Barrel-Organ.” 


As if to prove his versatility, Mr. 
Noyes’ unpretentious first novel, The 
Sun Cure, was published in 1929. It is 
an amusing tale of a young English 
clergyman whose sun bath lasted too 
long to be quite respectable.

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Sara Teasdale 


1X Sara Teasdale we find a purely 

American poet. She was born in St. 
Louis, Missouri, in 1884, of an old Amer- 
ican family. Ancestors on both sides 
fought in the Revolution. 

The youngest of several children, and 
not strong, Sara Teasdale grew up as a 
shy, imaginative child. Once when asked 
when she first really enjoyed poetry she 
answered, “My mother, like everybody 
else’s mother, has incredible tales of my 
reciting every jingle in ‘Mother Goose’ 
at an infinitesimal age. But for the po- 
etry that everyone would agree is worthy 
of being called so, Christina Rossetti’s 
‘Christmas Carol’ was probably the first 
that I loved. 

Her early education was received at 
home. Later she attended a private 
school for girls in St. Louis. Her first 
attempts in verse included translations 
from Heine and other German poets. 

In 1903 she was graduated. She con- 
tinued her writing and with several of 
her friends undertook the publication of 
a monthly magazine called The Potter's 
Wheel. 

Through all this time Miss Teasdale 
had been a systematic reader and one of 
her special treasures is a fat note-book 
in which, as a very little girl, she began 
to enter the titles of all the books she 
read through. 

She traveled widely in the United 
States and has spent several winters in 
California and the Southwest. Her first 
journey to Europe came in 1905. For 
some time she remained in Southern 
Europe and the near East, visiting 
Greece, Egypt and the Holy Land. Dur- 
ing this period she was writing verse and 
upon her return in 1907 she had her first 
recognition from the noted William Ma- 
rion Reedy, who published her blank 
verse monologue, “Guenevere,” in 
Reedy’s Mirror. This same year her 
Sonnets to Duse and Other Poems was 
published by the Poet Lore Company, of 
Boston. 

By this time Sara Teasdale had entrée 
into the leading magazines and her poems 
were welcomed by Harper's, Scribner's,

The Century, and others. In 1911 Helen 
of Troy and Other Poems was published. 
In this volume we find Miss Tesdale en- 
tering the element in which she was to 
excel, for here are the first of her love 
songs which have become such universal 
favorites. 

Almost each year since has seen the 
publication of a volume of Sarah Teas- 
dale poems, which rapidly found an 
audience. And every few years has 
found Miss Teasdale traveling in some 
new land. Her works of the last decade 
have included Flame and Shadow, Rain- 
bow Gold, an anthology, and Dark of 
the Moon.

H*? it not been for the war, Stefan 

Zweig’s career might have contin- 
ued to the end to be that of the talented 
globe-trotter, the restless searcher after 
new experiences, personal and spiritual, 
in Asia, Africa, North America, on the 
Continent and the British Isles. He 
might have gone on writing good verse, 
translating Verhaeren, Verlaine, and 
others; he might have continued his 
laudable work of paying his debt to so- 
ciety by gathering for his own country 
the cultural fruits of the lands he visited. 
For the traveler (as Zweig himself puts 
it) carries a spiritual message from na- 
tion to nation, and the time that he gives 
to journeying is time given to other’s 
learning. 

Born in Vienna in 1881 and educated 
thoroughly, thanks to the comfortable 
circumstances of his family, he had pub- 
lished two volumes of verse before his 
university career was done. Animated by 
curiosity for new sights and experiences 
—a desire to know the world and to live 
dangerously—he found companionship in 
Rome, Paris, London, Florence, Berlin, 
and wandered over the world for the 
sake of wandering. The shock of the war 
caused him to seek new values ; his world 
was overthrown; esteemed friends suc- 
cumbed to the madness; little remained. 
Like so many who encountered the 
spectre of war in the transitional thirties, 
Zweig was remade by it, and at its con- 
clusion he was spiritually reintegrated. 
His past life, though part of him, was yet 
behind him; a new life, heretofore un- 
dreamed of, had begun. He deserted 
his beloved Vienna, settled in Salsburg 
and proceeded to carry out a conscious 
literary programme that has made him 
an important figure in Continental letters. 
Clearly aware of his aims, certain of his 
philosophy, and adequately equipped to 
accomplish his purpose, he is perhaps 
unique among Europeans under fifty.

THs John Middleton Murry’s brief 
account of the facts of his life and 
the beliefs he affirms: 


“T was born in London in August 1889, 
and educated in strict classical tradition 
at Christ’s Hospital and Brasenose Col- 
lege, Oxford. In my third year at Ox- 
ford (1911) I founded, with Michael 
Sadleir, an advanced revue des jeunes 
called Rhythm. Through this I made the 
acquaintance of Katherine Mansfield, 
whose stories were the most notable 
feature in the magazine, and early in 
1912 we married. As I was 


ham was turned off the Nation I decided 
to retire also. At that moment Katherine 
Mansfield died, in January, 1923. 
“Some four months later I founded 
The Adelphi, with certain convictions 
and views which it has pleased my critics 
to label “mystical”. In fact, I am not in 
the least an anti-intellectualist. I regard 
myself, quite simply, as one who has 
made his ethical and religious values con- 
sistent with the literary values. After 
all, though I have written novels and 
poems and even a play, I am first and 
foremost a literary critic. I 





still a scholar of my coilege at 
Oxford, this marriage com- 
pelled me to retire precipitate- 
ly from Oxford. I was taken 
on to the old pea-green incor- 
ruptible Westminster Gazette, 
where I eventually became the 
third literary critic, junior to 
Walter de La Mare and N. J. 
Beresford, and—after a wan- 
derjahr in Paris, as ‘liter- 
ary’ correspondent of the Times—art 
critic. 

“I was invalided out of the army at 
the very beginning of the war; and a hard 
time began. In 1915-16 literary men 
felt the pinch severely : there was no mar- 
ket for them. In 1916 I was paid £10 
for my first book, Fyodor Dostoevsky, 
and glad to get it. At the same moment 
I began to write for The Times Literary 
Supplement, and have done so ever since. 
At the end of 1916 I was taken into the 
Intelligence Dept. of the War Office, 
and edited “The Daily Review of the 
Foreign Press.” Immediately after the 
Armistice I was offered the editorship of 
the revived Athenaem, which had a brief 
and, I am told, brilliant career for eigh- 
teen months. After that I retired abroad 
with Katherine Mansfield, who was now 
seriously ill, and lived on the Rivera and 
in Switzerland, writing weekly articles 
for Massingham’s Nation and the Times 
Literary Supplement. When Massing-

have tried to make myself a 
good one, and therefore I have 
been compelled to justify to my 
own reason my invincible pref- 
ences. 

“What is to others my chief 
crime as a critic is, in my own 
eyes, my chief virtue—namely, 
that I take literature very seri- 
ously indeed. With Keats I 
hold that ‘the fine writer is the 
most genuine being in the world,’ with 
Milton, ‘that he who would not be frus- 
trate of his hope to write well hereafter 
ought himself to be a true poem.’ I re- 
gard the man of genius as prophetic of 
a condition of life which humanity may 
one day attain. 

“My life of Jesus is, in my own eyes, 
a work of the kind that a literary critic 
must perform, if his judgments are to 
have meaning. He has to settle what are 
the supreme human values: and settle 
the question not in the abstract, but in 
the concrete. This I have tried to do in 
Jesus, Man of Genius: one day its neces- 
sary counterpart will be written in a life 
of Shakespeare.” 

Following Things to Come (a book 
of essays) and God, which have enunci- 
ated and elaborated his religious attitude, 
Mr. Murry will shortly publish Studies 
in Keats, supplementary to his celebrated 
Keats and Shakespeare (1925).

By Himself 


i seems impossible to interest strangers 

in such early history as mine. That 
is all private litter, except for what has 
appeared in my books. My existence 
has been uneventful and unmarked, ex- 
cept, I fear, by the Record- 
ing Angel. 

What can be made of the 
fact that my youth was spent 
among the bills of lading and 
the cargo manifests of the 
clippers? It is only of 
interest to me that, as a lad, 
I had to make up documents 
which concerned the Cutty 
Sark—to mention a ship of 
which everybody has heard. 
I intensely disliked the exact- 
ing routine. Therefore, as 
a complete change, I gave all 
the time I could to the Guild- 
hall Library, the British 
Museum and such odd pursuits as bug 
hunting (as mockers call it) and attempts 
at geological surveying. 

When most energetic men are safely 
married and well on the road to fortune, 
I was only married and considering that 
I'd had enough of shipping. I had 
grown a hatred of commerce. I was 
considering a change; but to what? A 
comical amalgam of science, trans- 
cendentalism, and the British Merchant 
Shipping Acts, should never be exposed 
to the weather. Naturally, I had been 
scribbling since I was a child and 
judiciously burning it all, at intervals. 
The enterprise and courage of young 
men who published books astonished me. 
I was still more astonished when, at 
thirty one, Mr. Ernest Parke, editor of 
the London Morning Leader (a very 
lively radical sheet, now decently 
interred) on seeing a manuscript of 
mine, invited me to join the staff. I did; 
but in grave doubt. My first book was 
published when I was thirty-eight. 

I was on the staff of the Daily News 
when the war broke out and was in Bel- 
fast waiting for civil war. From Belfast 
to Belgium; but about the years which 
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H. M. TOMLINSON 


followed, this is not the place to speak, 
Old Junk, my second volume, was an 
accident. One winter’s morning, about 
5 A. M. in January 1919, when thou- 
sands of leave men were in the trains 
at Victoria station, going 
back, a friend of mine got 
out of his carriage, and 
asked me to send to him in 
France anything I wrote 
about those affairs which 
happily, we shared together. 
He said it made a little 
difference, out there. Then 
the trains pulled out, in a 
dead silence. I resolved in 
that moment, to put together 
some odd work of mine, 
persuade a publisher, and 
send my friend a book for 
his birthday. But when | 
was finishing the proofs, the 
guards were finishing the Hindenburg 
line, and so he never saw the thing after 
all. In fact, I don’t think I designed 
any of my books. They came merely 
with an unexpected change of wind, as 
when Mr. T. B. Wells casually one day 
in Gatti’s Restaurant at Charing Cross, 
told me I’d better go to the Malay 
Islands for Harpers. I did not take it 
seriously. I was unacquainted with the 
American form of suddenness and mere- 
ly returned to the books of Massing- 
ham’s Nation. It was only later, to my 
surprise, that I found that Harpers 
meant it; and the preliminaries went 
through with such rapidity that I was 
at sea again—much better than those 
channel crossings in the days of sub- 
marines !—before I realized that I was 
outward bound and might with fair luck, 
see Wallace’s Ternate, an island I had 
looked to from the Guildhall Library, so 
many years before.

DWIN GRANBERRY was born 

April 18, 1897, at Meridian, Miss. 
of a tamily connected for generations 
with the educational and professional life 
of the South. Until the World War, in 
which he served in the U.S. Marines, his 
training was for the career of a concert 
pianist. During the interruption of the 
War, he began to write and has never 
resumed concert work. 


As a child, he lived for five years in 
the Indian territory and has almost too 
vivid recollections of prairie fires, roam- 
ing bands of Indians and prairie wolves 
howling at night. 


When he was ten, the family moved to 
Florida, and Mr. Granberry still calls 
Florida his home, although spending the 
greater part of his time recently in and 
near New York City. It is the Old 
World atmosphere of Florida, combined 
with its varied wild forests, plains, and 
sea coasts, that excite most of his writ- 
ing. His hobby is deep-sea fishing 
among the keys south of the peninsula. 
He is currently engaged on the first vol- 
ume of a trilogy played against the early 
Spanish and English background of this 
country. 


Mr. Granberry was educated at the 
University of Florida, Columbia Univer- 
sity and Harvard, at the latter being a 
graduate of Professor Baker’s famous 
47-Workshop. In 1924 he married Ma- 
bel Leflar of Cincinnati, Ohio. He has 
two sons, two and four.

The Earl King, to be published this 
Fall, is his third book. His first book 
was The Ancient Hunger; his second 
book, Strangers and Lovers, unlike most 
second novels, was everywhere regarded 
as an advance on his first book, being es- 
pecially received in England. 


Mr. Granberry is primarily a stylist. 
The effectiveness of his narrative and 
characterization lies in the literary inves- 
titure. The quality of his prose is rhyth- 
mic and melodious. Mr. Granberry is 
at present on the faculty of Ancient 
Languages at Stevens.

NNE DOUGLAS SEDGWICK was 
born in Englewood, New Jersey, in 
1873 and lived there until she was nine 
years old. She says that her impressions 
of the country were at this time very dim. 
“I see a starry scintillating sky on a 
snowy night, a Christmas tree, and the 
orchards and gardens where I and my 
sisters played in summer—but nothing 
distinctive or typical. Much clearer are 
the pictures of a visit to Southern Ohio— 
to my mother’s family—during the life in 
England,—so very different are they 
from the pictures of the Middle West 
that I find in modern American novels. 
Sobriety, sweetness, tradition are the 
things that best fit my memories of my 
grandfather’s and grandmother’s home: 
an Emersonian flavour, a love of books 
and nature.” She lived in London and 
when eighteen went to Paris where she 
studied painting for five years. By the 
time she was twenty-two she had, how- 
ever, definitely transferred her allegiance 
to writing. In 1908 she married Basil de 
Selincourt, an Englishman in_ spite 
of the French name, and five years later 
made her first great success with the 
publication of Tante. Her books are as 
follows: (with the English dates of pub- 
lication) The Dull Miss Archinard; The 
Confounding of Camelia; The Rescue; 
Paths of Judgment; The Shadow of 
Life; Valerie Upton; Amabel Channice ; 
Franklin Winslow Kane; Tante; The 
Next; The Third Window, 1920; Child- 
hood in Brittany Eighty Years Ago, 
1920; Autumn Crocuses, (Christmas 
Roses is the American title) ; Adrienne 
Toner, 1921; The Little French Girl, 
1924. Since then three of her books— 
Franklin Winslow Kane, The Nest and 
The Encounter—have been issued in new 
editions. The Old Countess and Dark 
Hester are the two novels which have 
followed The Little French Girl. 
During the war, Mrs. de Selincourt 
gave her entire time and energy to her

hospital in France and once again re 
newed the close relations which she had 
with that country in her girlhood. 
Her home is in Kingham, Oxfordshire, 
the heart of the Cotswold where she lives 
the ordered and beautiful life which 
would be expected of the author of her 
books. In a letter she recently wrote: 
“IT am very fond of country life, all the 
year round—though I neither hunt nor 
play tennis! I enjoy greatly singing in 
our village Choral Society of which my 
husband is the conductor. We are sixty 
members and often give orchestral con- 
certs with an Oxford orchestra to help 
us. We have given Brahm’s Requiem 
and Hayden’s Creation and Bach’s 
Christmas Oratorio—among other things 
and to sing in this great splendor of 
sound is one of my delights though | 
have no voice to speak of.” 


Mrs. de Selincourt is expected to visit 
the United States this autumn for the 
first time in twenty years. Her new 
novel Philippa will be published later in 
October.
